In Russia 


: Moscow, Apr. 3. 
The -Archacological expedition 
of the Moscow Historical 


Museum ond the Academy of 
History of Material Culture has 
delivered to Moscow from Siberia 
a great quantity of valuable his- 


.| torical material. 


The_ excavations have been 
made near the Station Uybat 
(Achinsk-Minusinsk _- Railway) 
at an old cemetery known -as 
Chaa-tas, » meaning ‘military 
grave.” ‘ 


Original vaults-—large timber huts 
dug into the ground with wood floors, 
a ceiling and a door opening into a 
corridor laid with wooden blocks and 
lending upwards’ were discovered in 
this cemetery, The vault-huts dis- 
covered in the Chaa-tas, were evid- 
ently exact copies of dwelling houses, 


in what houscs the ancient people of 
XKhakassla ilved (the present Khakas- 
slon Autonomous Region in Siberia). 
It has been established that the vaults 
were built: approximately in the first 
century of our cra. 


At the beginning of our era, the 
dead in ,Khalsassla were _ burnt. 
Therefore, only handfuls of ashes 
covering the plaster mosks cast from 
the dead person's face were found in 
the vaults. The masks are painted 
with red ond blue paints. 


Numerous old gold articles with 
{mages of animals, ivory ornaments,

In a match in which there wero 
only odd spots of play which rose 
above the mediocre, S$. A, Rum- 
john yesterday beat Paul Kong

Possibly the distinction of belng 
the first compctitors to use the stand 
court had a deterrent effect upon the 
players and contributed to their 
erratic play. It seemed from thelr 
{stroking that they expected the 
court to be faster than it was, for 
many a time the players hit too soon 
and lifted the ball well beyond the 
baselines. 

Kong's orthodox pround shots made 
him look a much better playér than 
Rumjahn, who still breaks half of 
the accepted rules of stroke produce 
tion [In making his forehnnd drives, 
service and volley, But Kong's play.
